1. Cuba, the first LA country to recognize Red China, will be 
valuable base for spread of Chinese Communist influence. 

2. Cuba's Chinese community, about 30,000, is largest in Latin 
America. 
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B. Castro got "approval" of some 300,000 present at rally for Cuba's 
accepting Chinese Communist, as well as Soviet, military aid "if 
we are attacked." 

D. Still no explanation of absence CPSU delegate to Cuban Communists' 
congress.
